Social  order  is  effected  differently  in  other  societies,  other  historical 
periods,  and  other  cultures.  The  course  focuses  upon  the  way  in  which  social 
control  is  exercised  through  the  organization  of  space,  time,  and  the  discipline 
of  the  human  body.  Drawing  upon  literature  in  anthropology,  sociology,  feminist 
theory,  literary  theory,  and  human  geography,  we  will  explore  these  issues  in 
pre-capitalist,  modernizing,  and  post-modern  contexts  both  in  North  American  and 
Third  World  societies.  Topics  addressed  include  proletarianization  and  labour 
practices,  urban  planning  and  urban  crime,  international  capital  restructuring, 
homelessness,  political  prisoners,  pornography,  prostitution,  international 
migration,  sexuality,  religion,  reproduction,  and  policing  practices.  Students 
interested  in  labour  law,  municipal  law,  native  rights,  criminal  law,  women  in 
newly  industrialising  societies,  and  international  development  will  find  the 
course  of  particular  relevance. 

Evaluation:  Students  will  be  required  to  prepare  4  short  (8-12  pages) 
written  assignments  on  the  assigned  readings  (60%),  prepare  a  class  presentation 
on  another  week's  readings  (25%),  and  engage  in  class  discussion  (15%).  Students 
may  fulfill  the  Extended  Paper  requirement  in  this  course  with  permission  of  the 
professor.  In  this  case,  they  would  prepare  two  of  the  weekly  assignments,  and 
help  another  student  on  a  class  presentation  as  background  preparation  for  the 
40-page  (minimum)  extended  paper.  When  preparing  reading  notes,  students  are 
encouraged  to  consider  one  of  the  background  reading  assignments.  Students 
preparing  the  class  presentation  will  address  one  of  the  background  assignments 
in  the  second  half  of  the  class.
